(b) The clerk shall place on the list the name of any person who:

(1) requests permanent absentee voter status; and

(i1) meets the requirements of this section.

(c) (1) Each year, the clerk shall mail a questionnaire to each person whose name is on
the absentee voter list.

(i) The questionnaire shall allow the absentee person to verify the voter's residence.

(i11) The clerk may remove the names of any voter from the absentee voter registration
list if:

(A) the voter is no longer listed in the official register; or

(B) the voter fails to verify the voter's residence and absentee status.

(d) The clerk shall provide a copy of the permanent absentee voter list to election
officers for use in elections.

Section 2. Coordinating S.B. 24 with H.B. 204 -- Substantive amendments.
If this S.B. 24 and H.B. 204, Election Amendments. both pass and become law, it is the

intent of the Legislature that the Office of Legislative Research and General Counsel. in

preparing the Utah Code database for publication, modify Subsections 20A-3-304(1)(b)(ii) and

(3) by deleting the word "Friday" and replacing it with the word "Thursday".
